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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Thaxton teaches an adjustable u-shaped mount to hold a light, a u-shaped clamp 
and a pivot arrangement therebetween. Thaxton does not teach the particular pivot 
arrangements recited, the shaft having a ball and attachment nut on each end to be 
held in a seat on the u-shaped mount and clamp. It is unclear how the u-shaped mount 
could be modified to have a threaded shaft with a seat to receive one ball of the shaft to 
provide a pivot as the adjustment means of the u-shaped mount would interfere. 

Chen, Siegel and Marks teach the particular pivot arrangement, the shaft having 
a ball and attachment nut that is received in a seat to provide a universal pivot, but 
these references lack the other features recited. 

Gillaspy teaches a u-shaped mount, but does not teach the ball type pivot 
arrangement or the clamp secured by a bolt and nut.
